A query about the procedure for 
the milk for bacteria 
brought the amazing response re- 
ported here, 

Raposa explained that a stand- 
ard testing procedure is to pick 
up milk samples from delivery 
trucks, take them directly to the 
lab and test for bacteria count. If 
the count is over the maximum, a 
test is run for ‘“‘spore- 
forming’’ bacteria that indicate 
contamination of the milk from 
water or sewerage. Dealers, he 
said, are usually given 30 days 
to bring the count down below the 
maximum, unless the presence of 
**spore-forming’’ bacteria indicate 
an immediate problem. In those 
cases, Raposa said he would work 
directly with the dealer to find 
the source as quickly as possible. 

He pointed out that all bacteria 
are not harmful and that a high 
count not necessarily 
mediately dangerous to those 
drinking the milk. He indicated 
that carelessness usually is be- 
hind a too-high count and that 
dealers or producers can quickly 
find the causes and rectify them. 

Raposa also explained that he 
can’t now take local samples of 
milk and cart them to the state 
lab for testing because someone 
could charge that the samples had 
been kept unrefrigerated for too 
long a period or that something 
had been done to the samples

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River Water Supply 


We were interested to note Tuesday night that the BPW 


is considering a study of a Merrimack River water supply, 


jointly with No. Andover. 


The plan is simply this — the federal government may 


loan the two communities, without interest, enough money 


to study a common supply and common filtering process. 


If the work is ever done, the communities pay back the 


loan. 


It seems to us that sometime the town will have to look 


to the river for its water. The community has grown so 


large now that an adequate supply is a problem — causing 


the BPW to ask for money to study other sources. It’s 


possible, of course, that such a study may find a plenti- 


ful supply from wells — but even then we wouldn’t be at 


all surprised to find the town outgrowing its newest sup- 


ply within a few years. 


Thus we feel that a federally-financed water study of 


the common supply from the river makes sense. No. And- 


over is badly in 


need of water,

Yesterday's political advertisement in the Andover column of 
the ‘Lawrence Tribune’’ upset me quite considerably, and 1] 
thought that 1 would write to give you some of the experiences 
vhich | have had with the Town Administration in Andover. 


lhe Andover committee for self-government appears to think 
that unless there is corruption and unless the Town Adminis- 
tration is ‘‘infested with cigar butt politicians’, there can be 
nothing wrong with it. Actually, they have the problem quite 
ipside down. You don’t change the form of government when 
there is corruption, you kick the people out. That's what 
happened in 1952 in Washington. The voters didn’t change our 
\merican form of government, they merely replaced the person- 
nel. On the other hand, when the administrative setup leads to 
laos and inefficiency, the setup is altered. That's what 
liappened at the Constitutional Convention in Philadelphia. 
[he Articles of Confederation proved to be a bust. There was 
no central authority and each colony went merrily along its 
wn path. .The result was chaos and inefficiency. Then the 
form of administration was changed. We still had a democracy 
but we set up a strong central administration instead of the 
ose confederacy that had existed. 


The latter is the situation in Andover. We have no central 
coordination whatsoever and the result is chaos and in- 


elliciency. 


I do not intend to name names in this letter, because I do 
not believe that the situation results from the attitudes and 
characteristics of the people whom we have in office. Others 
would probably act similarly, since, | am convinced, it is the 
nature of the organizational setup which is at fault. 


Last October, | was approached by the head of one of the 
lown's Departments with the request to provide an estimate 
for two desks and chairs of types and models which were 
pecified. These happened to be the top quality desks and 
chairs available. | provided this quotation and at the same 
time informed this department head that there was lower priced 
equipment on which I could quote if those requested were too 
expensive. Several days later, | happened to meet this man and 


asked what the situation was. He asked me to give him a few 
more days as he had been busy. The next moming I happened 
to be in Town Hall and saw a brand new desk of an inferior 
make in his office. I accosted him and asked, ‘‘How come?” | 
was told that the desk was obtained at a lower price despite 
the fact that I had informed him that I could quote on lower 
priced equipment, and he had insisted that the quotation be on 
the models specified, 


In November, one of the Town Boards approached me on the 
purchase of desks and chairs. This Board did a very business- 
like job in the entire transaction. They came to my place of 
business several times and investigated thoroughly, They 
brought their secretary with them to check on the equipment; 
finally, after a thorough investigation they made their purchase. 


Likewise, at approximately the same time another office did 
an excellent job with the purchase of a printing calculator. 
They asked for a quotation and indicated that they had a 
foreign make calculator which they considered excellent. | 
Suggested that we make acomparison side-by-side between the 
machine | proposed to furnish and the machine they had. They 
called in representatives from another department and the 
demonstration was made, They thought my machine was better 
and asked me to leave it for several days on a trial basis, | 
agreed, While this extended trial continued, | was informed by 
the Boston distributor of the particular machine, that price in- 
quiries had been made from them, Several days later the 
machine was purchased, That, in my opinion, is the way town 
purchases should be made. 


However, while this machine was being demonstrated, | saw 
brand new desks which had been purchased in this same 
lepartment. Yet, no inquiries had been made from me nor any 
juoltations solic ited, 


\t about the same time, | saw a brand new adding machine 
being demonstrated in another department. | asked to be per- 
nitted to bid. This was done and | was requested to bring in a 
lemonstration machine and leave it for a few days. This 
Nachine was purchased from me and I then asked if they were 
going to purchase new desks. The answer was, ‘‘Yes.’’ | 


isked to be permitted to show mine and I demonstrated from a 


mocked up model. This model was from the top quality type. 
However, my quotation gave prices on three different qualities. 
I was told that I would be informed in a few days. The desks 
were purchased elsewhere. When I asked why they had not been 
purchased from me, I was told they they were cheaper than the 
desks which I had demonstrated. When I stated that I had 
quoted on this lower priced desk also, the department head 
said that he had not remembered and asked what my quotation 
had been. When I read from my copy of the original quotation 
he was chagrined because he had paid more. 


While I was visiting the Town Hall with regard to the above 
adding machine and desks, I noticed brand new desks in still 
another department and inquired about them. I was told that 
they had been purchased in Boston, that they were just like 
those purchased in the other offices for more money, and that 
this department head knew where to buy things at a good price. 
I told him that the particular desks should have cost twenty to 
twenty-five dollars less than those in the other offices because 
they were inferior, He was shocked and asked why. I pointed 
out that he had been given linoleum tops but the others had 
textolite tops. The latter costs that much more. He had not 
even noticed the difference and said to me, ‘‘There they are. 
Examine them if you want to find fault with them.’’ Then he 


walked off, 


At approximately the same time, | walked by the office of 
the department that had made inquiries about desks and chairs 
in October, and noticed a new adding machine cover on top of 
an old machine. Thinking they might be in the market for a 
new machine, I asked the secretary if that were so. She said 
that she was not sure and that I must ask the department head, 
who walked in just at that moment. He said that he had already 
purchased a light duty machine; that he did not need a heavy 
machine like those purchased by other departments. | asked 
him why I had not been given the opportunity to bid on the 
light machine and he answered, ‘‘Why? Do you sell such 
machines?’ I told him that I did and that I could not under- 
stand why I didn’t get a chance to bid on them. He replied that 
he didn’t have to answer to me or anybody else. Although he 
had said that he had already ordered the machine, I made up a 
bid the next day and brought it in. He was not in and I gave 
the bid to the secretary. She looked at it and began to call off 
all the purchases that had been made from me by the various 
departments. Then she added, ‘‘Isn’t that enough for you? Do 
you want it all?”’ 


Shortly after this occurance, | was visiting the Town Hall on 
another matter and looked into the office of the department 
where | had been told to examine the desks if I wanted to find 
fault with them, and where the department head walked off. | 
looked in and saw a new electric typewriter. 1 asked the depart- 
ment head if he wanted to buy a new electric typewriter and he 
answered, ‘‘Yes.’’ I asked if I could give him a bid and he 
said, ‘‘No, I have already bought that one.’’ I asked why I was 
not requested to bid on orders of this type. He answered, ‘‘I 
don’t know,”’ and stalked off. 


A short time ago, | visited the Board of Selectmen and dis- 
cussed with them these occurrences. They told me that these 
incidents had come to their attention and that they regretted 
them. However, they added that they had no jurisdiction; that 
these other officials were independent and could do as they 


pleased, 


The last statement appears to me to be the crux of the whole 
situation. We have a two million dollar a year business in the 
Andover Town Government and nobody to run it. We have a lot 
of independent departments and boards, each doing as it 
pleases and with no coordination. If this were duplicated in an 
ordinary business it would be sent into bankruptcy in short 
order, However, in our Town there appear to be groups whose 
future is in their past and who would prefer to see chaos, in- 
efficiency and high taxes rather than improvement. Then | 
suppose it was always thus, There have always been, through- 
out history, groups who tried to stop the advance of civiliza- 
tion whenever they could, We should be thankful, however, that 
there also have always been people with courage who were 
willing to fight for progress and who refused to stagnate by 


living the past in the present,
